And whereas Shri Kazimi informed the Commission that he is intimately 
known to one of the parties to the petition and the Commission was inclined 
to take the view that the trial of the said petition should, in the interests of 
justice, be withdrawn from Shri Kazimi and transferred to another Judge, and 
under Section 89 of the said Act, notified parties accordingly; 

And whereas neither party has raised any objection to the proposed 
transfer; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the said Section 89, 
the Eliection Commission hereby withdraws the said petition pending before 
the said Shri H, R. Kazimi and transfers the said petition for trial to another 
election tribunal which is hereby constituted of Shri Ramjivan Sinha, District 
Judge, Muzaffarpur as the member thereof, and further appoints Muzaffarpur, 
m place of Darbhanga, as the place where the trial of the said petition shall 
be held.
